A SK the average American “Who 
a 1 saved New Orleans in the War 
of 1S12?’’ and he will probably an­ 
swer “Why, Andrew Jackson, of 
course.” 
Ghat answer Is correct, 
but It would be equally correct to 
say “Copt Samuel Chester Reid.” 
.And what is more surprising is the 
fact that Reid saved that historic 
■ city by fighting a battle on the sea 
several thousand miles away. 
During the War of 1812 Reid was 
commander of an American pri­ 
vateer, the General Armstrong. 
On 
,'the night of September 26. 1814, hi* 
ship lay at anchor in the harbor of 
Ilorta in the Island of Fayal In the 
Azores. 
Despite 
the 
fact 
that 
Horta was a neutral port, a large 
British 
squadron, 
commanded by 
Commodore Lloyd, came to attack 
the little American ship. 
It was a bright moonlight night 
when Lloyd sent his first attacking 
party of more than IOO mon In four 
large launches into the harbor. The 
enemy 
opened 
fire as 
they 
ap­ 
proached and Reid immediately re­ 
plied. driving off the launches with 
heavy loss. 
Another attack was 
made at midnight with 14 launches 
aud 
."OO 
men 
who succeeded in 
boarding the General Armstrong, but 
were driven out. At daybreak an­ 
other attack was made by the Brit­ 
ish brig. tile Carnation, but she was 
: : (‘ll off. 
Realizing that he could not resist 
ii ' Gier attack and finding his ship 
badly damaged. Reid scuttled his 
vessel and safely conveyed all his 
men ashore. 
He had lost his ship, 
ut he von a victory that was more 
important than he realized. 
The 
Hrhlsli lost over 300 killed and 
. oundcd, while the Americans lost 
hut .‘ wo killed end seven wounded. 
But the important fact was this: 
this squadron was part o? the expe­ 
dition then gathering at Jamaica for 
the purpose of seizing New Orleans, 
and they had attarked the General 
Armstrong to capture her and use 
her as an auxiliary vessel. 
But the British squadron wa* it) 
crippled that it did not reach Ja ­ 
maica until ten days later than the 
expedition had expected to leave 
there. 
The expedition waited for 
Commodor Lloyd and that delay 
was fatal to its expected results. 
For by the time It arrived in Louisi­ 
ana, General Jackson had completed 
his defenses for that city and the 
world knows the result of the battle 
which he fought there on January 8, 
ISIS.

This is a continuation from last 
week of comments on Bruce Burton's 
sub-topic “Blood Sacrifice’’ belonging 
to his series of “W hat Can a Man

A ttention was culled, in 
best week’s comments on the sub­ 
topic ‘ Blood Sacrifice,” as to how 
Barton attem pts to show how “prim ­ 
itive m an” came, in processes of de­ 
velopment, to a sense of gratitude, 
affectum o f cruelty and superstition 
“born of fear,” aud how the idea of 
“Mood 
sacrifice entered 
Into relig­ 
ion,” and thus attem pts t>« suggest 
how the ilresent-day Christian came 
ar* th* prim itive idea of ‘‘blo lly sac­ 
r if ic e in the niatter of the C hris­ 
tian's belief In the bioid atonement 
of Jesus Christi on the cross to re­ 
deem the world from sin. 
Bo further Barton, under the sui) 
topic 
“Blood 
Sacrifice,” endeavors 
to sla w how “primitive man” came 
to a sense of sin. 
Barton w rites: 
“But somehow in the process of his 
development 
a strange thing occur­ 
red. 
There 
entered 
in 
that! 
rude 
heart, from somewhere a e.tiscious- 
ness of what we call sin. 
He had 
committed some evil act,” and his 
"net left him not happy but depress­ 
ed. 
This was an extraordinary ex­ 
perience, for net in all h isto ry . of 
brute creation had it occurred be; 
fore.” 
Quite illum inating! 
We are 
told 
that 
“somehow," * that 
“from 
nomewher*-** prim itive man “of brute 
er**tk>a” bad tad an “extraordinary 


experience’’ that had not before tak­ 
en 
place 
“in 
all 
history” 
which 
brought him to “a consciousness of 
what we call sin.” 
Why, Bruce B ar­ 
ton, Christians who accept the Bible 
as 
G ods 
revelation 
are impressed 
that man is not ncjw, nor ever has 
been, classed “of brute creation,” but 
th at God created man “in his own 
image,” and th at further Christians, 
who accept the Bible as divine rev e­ 
lation. kiiiiw that the Bible reveals 
in lr only the origin of sin but that 
the whole burden of the Bible’s reve­ 
lation has as the end the redemption 
•j man from sin; and were there no 
such thing as sin, likely there would 
have been no need for the Bible, and 
surely no need for the sacrifice of 
Christ en the cross. 
F urther as do man’s discovery 
of 


Hill, Barton w rites: 
“The Book of 
Genesis records It allegorically with 
the story of Adam and Eve and the 
forbidden fruit.” 
Note, "allegorical­ 
ly.” 
It would be just t<*o unintelli­ 
gent for those of "higher education” 
to conceive of a snake being s*j fas­ 
cinating and alluring as to deceive 
our first parents, but, of course, it is 
perfectly “highly intelligent” to c<-«- 
ceive of evolutionary processes bring­ 
ing into existence the heavens and 
earth with all their wonders. 
B ar­ 
ton continues: “I k some greats hour 
for the human race prim itive man 
felt 
struggling 
through 
his 
hatred 


and 
lust 
a 
faint protest 
from 
a 
dawning conscience, he was ashamed 
and trembled aud hid himself from 
| the gods. 
T hat experience in the old 
i theology has been labeled the ‘fall of 
m an,’ but if it was a fall it was a 
fall upward.” 
Bruce Barton may not 
be so informed, but there are th u- 
mynds of scholars, who are credited 
[ with many degrees!, that believe 
as

ADEE ON TREES 


“Psach tree borers can be killed 
j with paradiclorobenzenc,” stated Mr. 
Homer Nikirk, in speaking to Coun­ 
ty Agent Guy Powell in regard 
to 
work done on his orchard last win­ 
ter. 
Mr. Nikirk lives at Alvord and 
has an exceptionally go ti orchard. 


Mr. Nikirk suggests the following 
inform ation for those who.- are bot li­ 
ef red with the I mach treei borer: “The 
peach tree borer feeds actively 
in 
the fall, spring and summer months, 
and 
lies 
dormant 
in 
the 
winter 
rn ait lls. 
It attacks the soft inner 
layer of bark usually just beneath 
the ground and sometimes along the 
larger roots. 
The presence of those 
I 
pests is indicated by masses of gum ; 
mixed with br-jwn Crass or ‘saw-dust’ | 
exuding from the injured trunk. The j 
borers become full grown from June 
to September and lay 200 to SOO j 
eggs. 
“The modern way to kill these bor­ 
ers 
is to a pply 
paradielorohenzene 
around the base of all trees. The fol­ 
lowing method is used with success: 
Smooth the soil; pbout the base of 
each tree, place one ounce of pa rad i- 
elorooenzene on the soil about the 
trees in a continuous narrow band 
approximately two inches from 
the 
tree; lastly, place four to six shovel­ 
fuls of dirt 
free of grass, 
large 
stones, sticks, etc., on top of tho par- 
adiclorobenzene, three to six inches 
deep and pack down.’’

GIVES NATIONAL 
ECONOMIC PLAN

W 
E hear much of future economic 
planning to rave the nation from 
a repetition of depression and promote 
more stable busi­ 
ness 
activity, 
I 
know 
no 
better 
plan to suggest to 
insure future bet­ 
ter 
times 
than 
that every wage 
earner, 
e v e r y 
family and every 
business through­ 
out 
the country 
lay down as soon 
as they are able 
a 
program 
cf 
proper savings as 
the foundation of 
their financial policy. 
I know of no hotter plan than this 
to build for the nation as a whole 
a stronger economic situation,—that 
is, through a common structure of in­ 
dividual working, earning and saving. 
And I know of no better plan to re­ 
vive activity in a depression than to 
spend a proper volume of past savings 
to keep the momentum of business go­ 
ing. But vu less there, are sat ing* tn 
prosperity there cannot he spending 
during depression. 
Those who practiced this plan dur­ 
ing the past period of prosperity have 
a security and a protection against 
present adversity that could be pro­ 
vided in no other way. 
Those who 
did not are tile ones who are now' most 
dependent upon ethers. 
If there had 
been more preaching of this doctrine 
when it was more feasible to put it 
into effect than it is now, there would 
he less depression and less financial 
insecurity today. 
However, while there should have 
been more emphasis on savings dur­ 
ing prosperity, a measure of the em­ 
phasis today might properly be the 
“tlier way,—at least to the extent that 
those who can safely do so may well 
increase 
their spending 
instead 
of 
overdoing their saving. 
While many 
have seen their earnings fail, there 
are millions who have not suffered 
so seriously in respect to the real 
purchasing power of their incomes, lf 
we listened to all the scare stories 
of the day, one might get the impres­ 
sion that everybody was out of a 
job and nobody’s business was earning 
anything. 
Many of our people who 
are able to continue a normal program 
of prudent buying are curtailing their 
expenditures beyond reason. 


A Business Stimulus 


The sum total of this unreasonable 
curtailment of spending is an eco­ 
nomic influence contributing to the 
stagnation of trade. 
By the opposite 
tokeu, I believe the resumption of 
normal spending on the part of those 
who are able to do so would be an 
important tonic toward the stimula­ 
tion of trade. 
I do not mean by th!* 
that we .should have indiscriminate 
spending merely for the sake of spend­ 
ing, but the very motive power of our 
economic life is the Interchange of 
goods, and unless we have that we 
cannot have prosperity. 
I strongly believe that we are at 
that point in the depression stage of 
tire business cycle that any sound 
stimulating influence will start a real 
movement in the direction of a return 
toward prosperity. 
So much of the 
weakness of the old state of affairs 
has been liquidated, so many malad­ 
justments corrected and such large 
volumes of our consumers’ goods have 
been used up or worn out that the 
pressure 
of 
necessitous 
purchases 
must sooner or later be felt. 
When 
that time definitely comes we may 
consider it the first impulse of a new 
era of normal business. 


When Government 
Aids Azricaltare 


Demand for relief, agricultural or oth­ 
erwise, comes naturally from those who 
feel most keenly the impact of eco­ 
nomic pressure. Those most affected fly 
quickly to government for aid. But too 
frequently agencies stet in operation by- 
governments simply postpone inevi­ 
table readjustments. The basic laws of 
supply and demand have never been 
permanently 
and 
successfully 
set 
aside. So in general governmental in­ 
tervention that artificially stimulates 
prices or even mf 
tains them wlieu 
the prevailing economic situation ob­ 
viously shows that readjustments are 
inevitable are expedients that yield 
only 
temporary relief 
rather 
than 
permanent cure. Porous plasters may 
relieve pain for tho moment but they 
rarely get at the seat of the real trou­ 
ble.—H. L. Russell. 


When army worms threatened the

THE MACHINE AGE 
SPOILS A PROPHECY 


By H. L. RUSSELL 


Advisory Council, Agricultural Commis­ 
sion, American Bankers Association. 
NOTED British scientist forecast 
thirty years ago that by 1931 all 
available wheat land In the world 
would be 
under 
cultivation, and If 
the y i e l d s per 
acre could not be 
increased beyond 
that which then 
prevailed t h e r e 
would be a world 
shortage. The av­ 
erage yield then 
was 12.7 bushels 
per acre. 
During 
the 
past 
seven 
years, the world 
over, It has been 
14.1. On the 320,- 
000,000 acres 
In cultivation thi3 in­ 
crease would amount to almost a half 
billion bushels more production than 
the world standards of thirty years 
ago. 
In place of dire distress due to 
shortage, we have had dire distress 
due to surplus. 
Wheat, farmers have shewn no great 
inclination to curtail materially their 
output; perhaps a 10% decline com 
pared with 70% 
reduction in steel. 
This unwillingness, or perhaps inabil­ 
ity, to adjust production to current 
needs makes the problem all the hard­ 
er to solve. 
Not only are we now growing more 
wheat per unit of land, but acreage 
has been very greatly extended. 
In 
twenty years Canada has increased 
acreage 250%, Australia almost as 
much. 
Another significant fact is the 
materially lessened use of wheat. 
A 
much more diversified diet has devel­ 
oped. 
More vegetables and fruits are 
used than formerly. 
The reduction of 
1.2 bushels consumed per person per 
annum since the last generation neces­ 
sitates nearly 150,000,000 bushels less 
wheat than was formerly required. 


Machines Increase Supply 
The factor that has exerted the most 
potent influence in this rising world 
flood of grain has been the rapid de­ 
velopment of the machine. 
The old 
days of the cradle required from thirty 
to forty hours of hand labor to harvest 
an acre of grain. Then came the bind­ 
er, which reduced the process to four 
or five hours per acre. Now the com­ 
bine does the work in forty-five min­ 
utes per acre. 
Where it used to cost ten cents a 
bushel merely to thresh the grain, the 
modern combine cuts ann threshes at 
a cost ranging from 3 to 5 cents a 
bushel. W’ith this reduced cost of pro­ 
duction. the possibility of acreage ex­ 
pansion is tremendous. 
Lands here­ 
tofore regarded as worthless except 
for grazing have recently come into 
competition with the older wheat belts. 


The Russian Effort 
Within the past two or three years 
another disturbing element has come 
into the picture. 
Soviet Russia is at­ 
tempting a comeback fraught with 
possibility that cannot yet be fully j 
evaluated. Russia is eagerly utilizing 
the very latest of scientific knowledge 
to enlarge her agricultural possibili­ 
ties. 
With feverish anxiety she is 
literally pouring millions into the ex­ 
pansion ut her university research in­ 
stitutes, 
experimental 
stations 
and 
breeding farms. 
Her scientists are 
combing the earth for new crops and 
new methods. 
No country in Europe 
is manifesting more interest and activ­ 
ity in laying hold of the best science, 
wherever It may be found. 
It Is of more than passing Interest 
that the wheat yields reported on the 
huge trust farm known as the “Giant” 
ran last year as much -s 13 bushels to 
the acre. On this single farm the crop 
harvested is reported to have been 
3.365.000 bushels. 
A single farm of 
427.000 acres under government con­ 
trol and mechanized as fast as human 
energy can be applied Is a new factor 
In the world’s picture. 
There can be but little doubt that 
the Russian situation may yet assume 
qude a different attitude from what 
) obtained even in pre-war days.
